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The {British Railways’ Road-Rail Container System is the most modern method of 
transporting merchandise. There are Railway Containers for almost every kind of 
goods. Containers ensure safe transit, quick door-to-door delivery, the elimination 
of the “‘ returned empties ” problem and a substantial saving in packing costs. Indeed, 
in some cases, costs of packing material can be dispensed with altogether. Railway 
Containers are, in effect, demountable bodies of railway trucks. The sender can pack 
the goods at his own premises, and lock the Container ; thus the merchandise is not

Sales in September were influenced considerably, 
especially in Central and West End London, by poli- 
tical events.

RETAIL TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


COMPARISON OF 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 548 a table showing the relation of sales in 
September 1938 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1987. Index numberst showing the relation of certain 
sales in September 1938 to average daily sales in 1933 
are given in a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of September 1938 with those at the same date 
in 1937. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the collaborating co-operative societies in 
particular do not report stocks at present, nor do they 
all report employment. 


A fact which should always be borne in mind in

In comparing sales figures for individual concerts 
with the published results, it should be remembered 
that retailers use a varietyt of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendat 
month varies from year to year.

TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in the 
two months for which the return is made. The object 
of this is to minimise the danger of showing as a 
general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once the 
new branch or department can report its own sales not 
only for the month in the current year but also for the 
same month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the

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SALES 
CoMPARISON WITH 12 Montus EARLIER 
September.—Retail trade in September 1938 was 


considerably influenced by the political events of the 


month, the abnormal conditions being most evident, as 
might be expected, in Central and West End London, 
where a substantial decline was recorded for every 
category except food and perishables. Purchases of 
emergency supplies raised the sales of grocery and pro- 
visions in this district by more than 25 per cent. 

The money value of the total daily sales reported 
for the month was 0°9 per cent. higher than that for 
September 1937, which in turn was 8°6 per cent. higher 
than that for September 1936. For August the in- 
crease was 2°8 per cent. Central and West End 
London was the only district for which a decrease 
(108 per cent.) was recorded. The increase in the 
other six districts varied from 0°5 per cent. in the 
North-West to 3-9 per cent. in Scotland. 

Sales of food and perishables were 4°5 per cent. 
higher than in September 1937, and accounted for 
about 57 per cent. of the total value reported. This 


is the highest proportion this division of merchandise ° 


has reached in September for at least seven years, the 
normal figure for that month in the intervening period 
being 55 per cent. This rise reflects the dislocation of 
trade during the crisis, when the general public 
hesitated to spend money except on goods which 
appeared urgent necessities in the special circum- 
stances, so that the demand for apparel, household and 
furnishing goods, etc., contracted sharply, while that 
for food was stimulated to a certain extent. 

Daily sales of other merchandise fell by 3°5 per cent., 


| the decline being apparent in all districts except Scot- 


| land and most pronounced (13-0 per cent.) in Central 
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and West End London. In only two of the main cate- 
gories did sales for the country as a whole exceed the 
level of September 1937. There was a fractional rise 
(06 per cent.) in boots and shoes and one of 2°4 per 
cent. in miscellaneous and unallocated goods. The 
latter category may have included a proportion of 
articles recommended for use in defence precautions, 
m addition to coal, the demand for which was possibly 
influenced by the same factors as that for food. Sales 
of boots and shoes were probably also stimulated by 
the crisis as well as by the more showery weather. 
The decline shown by the other main categories was 
most severe in respect of piece-goods and hardware 
(each over 12 per cent.). It should be remembered, 
when considering the percentage comparisons for a 
category which igs sub-divided, that not all the 
schedules which reported a figure for the main category 
allocated that figure between the sub-divisions.

February-September.—The value of total sales 
reported during the first eight months of the trading 
year was higher than that for the same period of 1937 
by 2'4 per cent. There was a fall of 7:1 per cent. in 
Central and West End London; elsewhere the advance 
ranged from 1:9 per cent. in the North-West to 4:4 per 
cent. in Scotland. The rise for the country as a whole 
was substantially due to the expansion in the sales of 
food and perishables (4:9 per cent.), since sales of other 
merchandise failed to reach last year’s level by 0°5 per 
cent. In the latter division, however, some improve- 
ment was shown for women’s wear (3:4 per cent.), boots 
and shoes (1:2 per cent.) and miscellaneous and un- 
allocated goods (0°5 per cent.).

The expected seasonal movement in September is 
upward, and in 1938 a rise from the August figure was 
again evident, though somewhat smaller than a year 
ago. ‘The index for total sales moved from 111 in 
August to 120 in September. The advance, as usual, 
was most pronounced in Central and West End London 
—22 points—but the difference between this and other 
districts was less strongly marked than in previous 
years. 

The advance in food and perishables was similar to 
that shown a year ago—2 points—and brought the 
index for September to 134. As in 1937, Provincial 
England and Wales showed no change between August 
and September. The monthly rise was about half as 
much again in Central and West End London this 
year as last, the movement being from 68 to 86 in 1937 
and from 66 to 94 in 1938. 

Other merchandise, for which seasonal changes in 
demand are much more pronounced than for food, 
advanced from 90 in August to 104 in September. The 
corresponding rise a year ago, however, was from 89 to 
108. The check to the normal trend of autumn trade 
is evident here as in the other comparisons. 


STOCKS 


The money value of stocks at cost was 4°5 per cent. 
lower at the end of September 1938 than twelve 
months earlier, this being the fourth successive decline 
and the largest recorded for any month during more 
than five years. The contraction in stocks was some- 
what smaller for food and perishables (3:9 per cent.) 
than for other merchandise (4°5 per cent.). As the 
sample of food stocks available for analysis is smaller 
than the sample of sales, the decline for total stocks 
closely resembles that for non-food merchandise. 
There were fractional rises for boots and shoes and for 
hardware. All other categories showed reductions, 
which ranged from 2°5 per cent. for women’s wear to 
139 per cent. for miscellaneous and unallocated goods. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed in 
the retail establishments furnishing this information 
(among which certain co-operative societies are now in- 
cluded) was 1:1 per cent. greater at the end of Septem- 
ber 1938 than at the corresponding date in 1937. This 
increase was the smallest recorded since November 
1936. There were falls of 0-4 per cent. and 3°5 per 
cent. in the North-West and in Central and West End 
London, respectively, and rises of from 2:0 per cent. 
to 88 per cent. in other areas. The increase in selling 
staffs amounted to 0°7 per cent. for the country as a 
whole. The numbers of juvenile employees, which 
have tended to decline for some months now, were 
smaller by 1'8 per cent., decreases being reported for 
all districts except Scotland and the South of England.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
THIRD QUARTER OF 1938 


The issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ dated 
9) October included a review in some detail of the 
oversea trade of the United Kingdom during the third 
quarter of 1938, as compared with the trade in the 
previous quarter and in the third quarter of 1937, deal- 
ing specifically with certain important classes of goods, 
details of the external trade in which are recorded by 
quantities in the monthly Trade Accounts. 

In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom, there is given on pages 552-555 a 
comparison between the import and export trade of the 
third quarter of the year 1938 and the trade of the 
corresponding quarters of 1935 and 1937; this com- 
parison is based on a revaluation of the trade of all 
three periods at the average values shown by the 
records of the whole year 1935. The results establish 
a relation between the volume of our external trade in 
each of these periods, eliminating the factor of price 
changes, and they also furnish an index of the aggre- 
gate effect of the alterations in prices which have taken 
place since 1935. By relating these data to similar 
data previously calculated in respect of preceding 
periods, a broad review can be made of the trend of our 
oversea trade on a quantitative basis and also of the 
price variations experienced in that trade since 1935. 

It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
sea trade, it has been necessary to include estimates 
in respect of goods for which particulars of the quanti- 
ties imported or exported are not recorded; such esti- 
mates relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts 
of the groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the period January- 
September 1938, at the average values of 1935, are 
summarised in the following table, in which, also,

In comparison with the third quarter of 1937, there 
was a general fall in the volume of trade last quarter; 
imports decreased by 4 per cent., domestic exports by 
14 per cent. and re-exports by 12 per cent. Average 
values also declined, the relevant proportions being 
11 per cent. for imports, 1 per cent. for exports of 
United Kingdom goods, and 18 per cent. for re-exports. 


Comparing the third quarter of this year with the 
previous quarter, imports showed little change in 
volume and United Kingdom exports increased by 
rather more than 1 per cent., but re-exports declined 
by 20 per cent. from the high figure for the June 
quarter. Average values of imports declined by 2 per 
cent. and of re-exports by 1 per cent.; for United 
Kingdom exports there was no appreciable change. 


It should be observed that the changes in average 
values to which reference is made are affected by 
alterations in the proportions of the various commodi- 
ties entering into our oversea trade; this consideration 
is of particular importance in the case of re-exports. 


Variations in the volume and average values of trade 
in 1930, 1935 and 1936, in each of the quarters of last 
year and in the first, second and third quarters of the 
current year, are shown in the following table, the 
figures in brackets relating to the trade in the corre-

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The volume of retained 
imports of food, drink and tobacco last quarter was 
11 per cent. greater than in the third quarter of 1937, 
and 12 per cent. greater than in the corresponding 
period of 1935. Compared with a year ago, retained 
imports in every group were greater in volume, the 
largest proportional increase being for beverages and 
cocoa preparations (28 per cent.), followed by feeding 
stuffs for animals (24 per cent.), ‘‘ other food ’’ (18 per 
cent.) and grain and flour (14 per cent.). For the class 
as a whole retained imports were about 8 per cent. 
larger than in the previous quarter, and an increase of 
5 per cent. was shown for the first nine months as com- 
pared with the same period of last year. 


Average values of total imports of food, drink and 
tobacco last quarter were about 54 per cent. lower than 
a year earlier, but 14 per cent. higher than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1935. Compared with a year ago, 
there was a marked decline in the average value of 
grain and flour (24 per cent.), and smaller declines 
occurred in respect of beverages and cocoa preparations 
(5 per cent.), feeding stuffs for animals (8 per cent.), 
fresh fruit and vegetables and ‘‘ other food ’’ (each 
about 9 per cent.). On the other hand, meat rose in 
average value by about 24 per cent., dairy produce by 
6 per cent., tobacco by 8 per cent., and living animals 
for food by 29 per cent. For the class as a whole 
average values were over 4 per cent. lower than in the 
previous quarter. 





Special Articles—Continued 


Raw Materials.—The volume of retained imports of 
raw materials last quarter was 14 per cent. less than jp 
the corresponding quarter of 1937 but nearly 10 per 
cent. greater than in the same quarter of 1935. Of the 
thirteen groups for which particulars are available, nine 
showed declines as compared with a year ago—the 
largest being 58 per cent. for iron ore and scrap, 47 per 
cent. for hides and skins and 33 per cent. for wood and 
timber. There was a general increase in retained im. 
ports of textile raw materials except silk, the increase 
for cotton being 12 per cent. and for wool 22 per cent, 
For oil seeds, nuts, etc., the other group for which an 
increase in volume was recorded, the _ increage 
amounted to 16 per cent. For the class as a whole 
retained imports were some 4 per cent. less than in the 
previous quarter; for the first nine months of the year 
a decline in volume of 5 per cent. occurred as compared 
with a year ago. 


Average values of total imports of raw materials last 
quarter were 19 per cent. lower than in the third 
quarter of 1987, but 9 per cent. higher than in the cor. 
responding quarter of 1935. Of the thirteen groups for 
which particulars are available, ten showed declines 
compared with a year ago, the largest being for raw 
wool, etc. (35 per cent.); declines of between 25 and 
20 per cent, occurred in respect of undressed hides and 
skins, non-ferrous ores and scrap, oil seeds, nuts, etc., 
raw cotton, etc., and textile materials other than 
cotton, wool or silk. The three groups for which higher 
average values were recorded were iron ore and scrap 
(2 per cent.), non-metalliferous mining, etc. products, 
other than coal (54 per cent.) and paper-making 
materials (18 per cent.). For the class as a whole 
average values differed little from those in the second 
quarter of this year. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of retained 
imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured last 
quarter was 15 per cent. less than in the third quarter 
of 1937, but 11 per cent. greater than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1935. Of the twenty groups 
in this class for which details are available, fourteen 
showed decreases and six showed increases compared 
with a year ago. The largest proportionate decline was 
that recorded for vehicles (75 per cent.), due to the 
re-export last quarter of motor cars imported earlier in 
the year. Another substantial decline was in retained 
imports of iron and steel (62 per cent.), due to the 
abnormally high figures recorded for the corresponding 
quarter of 1987, when reduced duties were in force and 
special arrangements for larger imports had been made 
with the Steel Cartel. Retained imports of wood and 
timber manufactures fell by 31 per cent., while declines 
of between 30 and 20 per cent. were recorded for 
cutlery, hardware, etc., electrical goods, machinery, 
leather and manufactures and paper and cardboard. Of 
the six increases, four were of less than 5 per cent., 
viz. non-ferrous metals, woollen and worsted yarns and 
manufactures, manufactures of textile materials other 
than cotton, wool or silk, and manufactured oils, in- 
cluding refined petroleum ; footwear rose by 15 per cent. 
and rubber manufactures by 33 per cent. For the class 
as a whole the volume of retained imports was about 
3 per cent. less than in the previous quarter; for the 
first nine months of the year there was a decline 10 
volume of about 7 per cent. compared with a year 
earlier. 


Average values of total imports of manufactured 
articles were about 10 per cent. lower last quarter than 
in the corresponding quarter of 1937, but about 6 per 
cent. higher than in the third quarter of 1935. The 
largest group—manufactured oils and fats—showed 4 
decline of 15 per cent. and non-ferrous metals one of 
25 per cent. Nine of the other groups showed declines 
of under 10 per cent. Increases occurred in six cases, 
three being of 3 per cent. or less; pottery, glass, ete. 
rose by nearly 5 per cent. and machinery by 64 pet 
cent., while for vehicles there was a rise of 35 per cent. 
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due to the different composition of imports this year 
and last. For the class as a whole average values were 
at the same level as in the previous quarter.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—United Kingdom exports 
of food, drink and tobacco last quarter were 6 per cent. 
less in volume than in the corresponding quarter of 
1957, but 8 per cent. greater than in the same period 
of 1935. Of the principal groups in this class, exports 
of beverages and cocoa preparations fell by 17 per cent. 


as compared with a year ago and tobacco by 7 per . 


eent., while ‘‘ other food ’’ showed little change. For 
the class as a whole, exports were 10 per cent. greater 
in volume than in the second quarter of the year; for 
the first nine months of the year they were about 7 per 
cent. less than a year ago. 


_ Average values of food, drink and tobacco exported 
last quarter were about 2 per cent. lower than a year 
earlier, but about 44 per cent. higher than three years 
ago. Compared with last year, the average value of 
beverages and cocoa preparations declined by 6 per 
cent. and ‘* other food ’’ by less than 1 per cent., while 
that of tobacco rose by 24 per cent. For the class as 
a whole average values last quarter were 34 per cent. 
higher than in the previous quarter, 


Raw Materials.—The volume of exports of raw 
materials last quarter was 13 per cent. smaller than in 
the corresponding quarter of 1937, and about 7 per 
cent. below that in the third quarter of 1935. The fall 
& compared with a year ago was primarily due to a 
decline of 20 per cent. in respect of coal, the pre- 
dominant group in this class. The three next largest 
soups each showed an increase in the volume of 
&xports, raw wool, etc. 8 per cent., unrefined oils 13 
Pet cent., and non-ferrous ores and scrap 5 per cent. 
Of the less important groups, seven showed declines 
and two increases; among the latter that recorded for 
‘extile materials other than cotton, wool or silk was 
‘specially noteworthy. For raw materials as a whole, 
€xports were some 2 per cent. greater than in the 
Previous quarter; for the first nine months a decline 
of 15 per cent. was recorded. 


Average values of exports of raw materials last 
quarter were 4 per cent. lower than a year earlier, but 
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20 per cent. higher than in the third quarter of 1935, 
this latter increase being due mainly to the higher price 
of coal. The decrease compared with a year ago was 
spread over all except four of the groups, and ranged 
from 34 per cent. for miscellaneous raw materials to 
40 per cent. for non-ferrous ores and scrap, the decline 
for raw wool, etc. being 28 per cent. Coal, the most 
important group, showed a rise of 8 per cent. Average 
values for the class as a whole were about 2 per cent. 
lower than in the previous quarter. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of exports last 
quarter of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
16 per cent. smaller than a year earlier and 4 per cent, 
less than in the corresponding quarter of 1935. Of the 
twenty-one groups in this class, seventeen showed 
declines compared with a year earlier and four showed 
increases, of which two—machinery and electrical 
goods—were of less than 1 per cent. ; exports of vehicles 
(including locomotives, ships and aircraft) increased 
by 5 per cent. and rubber manufactures by 9 per cent. 
Exports of cotton yarns and manufactures declined by 
30 per cent., woollen yarns and manufactures by 22 
per cent., silk yarns and manufactures by 21 per cent., 
other textile manufactures by 32 per cent., and apparel 
by 19 per cent., while iron and steel and non-ferrous 
metals fell by 30 per cent. and 15 per cent., respec- 
tively. Other important groups to show declines were 
paper and cardboard (82 per cent.), chemicals, drugs, 
ete. (21 per cent.), and cutlery, hardware, etc. (17 per 
cent.). For the class as a whole, the volume of exports 
last quarter was about the same as in the previous 
quarter; comparing the first nine months of this year 
and last there was a decline of some 13 per cent. 


Average values of manufactured goods exported last 
quarter were fractionally lower than a year ago, but 
about 114 per cent. higher than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1935. In comparison with the third quarter 
of 1937, average values for the individual groups 
showed 6 increases and 14 declines; for one group, 
miscellaneous manufactured articles, there was no 
change. The increases ranged from 2 per cent. for 
cutlery, hardware, etc., to 10 per cent. for machinery 
and for paper and cardboard. Average values in all 
the textile groups declined, cotton yarns and manufac- 
tures by 6 per cent., woollen and worsted yarns and 
manufactures by 8 per cent., silk varns and manufac- 
tures by 5} per cent., other textile manufactures by 
34 per cent. and apparel by 24 per cent. For aggregate 
exports of manufactured articles average values last 
quarter were little different from those of the previous 
quarter.

COAL, COKE AND MANUFACTURED FUEL 
DISTRIBUTION 


The next public meetings of the Departmental Com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the methods and costs

These totals represent decreases of 3-0 and 2:0 per cent., 
respectively, as compared with a year earlier, but are 1-7 
and 1-5 per cent., respectively, more than the averages for 
the corresponding periods in the five years 1933-37. The

Engagements of British seamen in the September quarter 
of 1938 numbered 111,807, and showed a decline of 3,893 
(or 3-4 per cent.) from the corresponding total a year 
earlier, while their proportion of the total engagements fell 
from 97:8 to 97-4 per cent. The decline was due to the 
reduction in the number of engagements of British white 
seamen. The total engagements of foreign seamen num- 
bered 2,984 last quarter as compared with 2,593 a year 
earlier, this increase being due to a rise of 386 from the 
record low total of engagements of Chinese seamen recorded 
in the September quarter of 1937. 

As a result of the total net decrease of 4,048 in the 
engagements of white seamen, their proportion of the total 
fell from 97-7 per cent. in the September quarter of 1937 
to 97-1 per cent. last quarter. Engagements of Chinese 
and Arab seamen, on the other hand, were numerically and 
proportionately greater than a year earlier, 

For the first nine months of 1938 as a whole engagements 
of British seamen numbered 311,579, this total being lower 
by 7,355 (2:3 per cent.) than in 1937, but greater than in 
either 1936 or 1935. Engagements of foreign seamen rose 
by 925. The total number of engagements of seamen, 
British and foreign, declined by 6,430 to 320,059, British 
seamen representing 97-7 per cent. of the total a year ago 
and 97-4 per cent. this year.

SINGAPORE 

The total value of the foreign trade of British Malaya 
(including parcel post, coin and bullion) during the first 
eight months of 1938 was £89,757,000, as compared with 
£127,835,000 in the corresponding period of 1937. This 
shows a decrease of £38,078,000, or 29-7 per cent. Imports 
declined from £55,222,000 to £44,438,000, a decrease of 
19-5 per cent., while exports fell 37:5 per cent., from 
£72,613,000 to £45,319,000.

TRADE 


General trade conditions remain dull. 

Good rains are reported throughout Barbados. The new 
sugar crop is looking weli, and given good weather the 
coming crop should be large. 

The sugar crop now reaped in Jamaica resulted in a record 
of 118,318 tons, of which some 103,000 tons were exported. 
Rum bookings for 1938 to 28 September amounted to 12,505 
puncheons. Shipments of bananas for the year to the end 
of August amounted to 16,789,047 stems, or a decrease of 
1,795,192 stems over the same period of 1937. The markets 
n ginger and honey remain quiet. The new coffee crop is 
now due to begin. 

In Trinidad weather conditions have been favourable for 
the young sugar canes, and prospects for the coming crop 
are good. Practically no cocoa picking has been done; pros- 
pects for the coming crop, which starts about December, are 
fair as regards quantity. Owing to the early continuous 
heavy rains, the grapefruit and orange trees are flowering 
badly and short crops are expected. Considerable activity 
in the oi] industry continues. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, weather 
has been seasonable throughout the Leeward group. In St. 
Kitts a good cotton crop is being picked. The Grenada 
cocoa crop is over. The nutmeg crop has been a large one. 


AND CROPS 


lt is reported that the prospects for the 1939 sugar crop - 


are satisfactory in St. Lucia. St. Vincent arrowroot exports 
for the year to the end of August at 24,279 barrels showed 
an increase of some 1,300 barrels over the corresponding 
period of last year. 

Since last month’s report the weather in British Guiana 
has improved, and the coming sugar crop is in good condi- 
tion. The local rice market remains strong, but, owing to 
the bad weather earlier in the year, the crop is not expected 
to be large. Activity continues in the bauxite industry ; 
exports for the year to August were 288,003 tons, as com- 
pared with 208,116 tons for the corresponding period of last 
year.--Barelays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas.) 


SOUTH AFRICA

The demand for maize is small and prices show an easier 
trend. In the absence of any indication of improvement 
growers are withholding supplies and the general market 
conditions are dull. Reports on the wheat crop in the Cape 
Province state that the yields in many districts should be 
exceptionally good. 

A hesitant tone was evident on the Union wool markets in 
the latter part of September owing to the unsettled state 
of affairs oversea, but later on the more favourable turn of 
events in Europe led to a renewal of activity on the South 
African markets, and the immediate prospects are now 
generally considered satisfactory. The good average selec- 
tions offered at Port Elizabeth are meeting with keen com- 
petition from the Continent and Bradford. 

The mohair market is fairly quiet as current orders have 
been completed. The bulk of the winter hair sold at 15d. 
to 15}d., and all arrivals of winter kids were cleared at 
18d. to 21d. 

Oversea and local enquiry for hides is improving and 
quotations are firmer. All classes of merino skins are meet- 
ing with keen competition and are being taken chiefly for 
French account. Goat skins are steady and Angoras slightly 
firmer. Cape skins are dearer. 

Ostrich wing feathers are dull, but some other descrip- 
tions are in strong demand by the millinery and duster 
trades. 

The wattle bark market is quiet. 
place in extract. 

Sugar estimates indicate that the full quantity of 476,488 
short tons permitted under the terms of the Sugar Act of 
1936 will be manufactured during the present season. Sales

H.M. Representative at Bucharest has furnished a trans- 
lation of a Decree-Law, No. 3276, of 23 September, pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Monitorul Oficial’’ of 24 September, under 
the terms of which the present half per cent.

British Standard for the Modified Technique of the Chick- 
Martin Test for Disinfectants, B.S. 808. 

The Chick-Martin Test, which was devised at the Lister 
Institute and first described in 1908, provided for the inclu- 
sion of organic matter during the carrying out of the test, 
which would make its conditions more comparable with the 
conditions of use in many cases. 

The organic matter used was dried faeces, but this has 
certain objections and was variable in character, and as a 
Tesult of the suggestion first put forward by Professor L. P. 
Garrod, dried faeces was replaced by yeast. Further modi- 
fications in the technique of the test were recommended, with 
the result that the test now gives more consistent results 
than hitherto, while the coefficients obtained are substanti-

certain other special tests depending on the material specified. 

Standard methods of test for determining these properties 
are given in full detail as appendices. These methods have 
been based on the standard methods of test developed by the 
Standardisation of Tar Products Tests Committee, and 
acknowledgment is made to them for their work in the 
development of these methods.

Imperial Economic Committee: Supplies of Canned and Dried 
Fruit in 1937. Prepared in the Intelligence Branch of the 
Imperial Economic Committee and published by H.M. Stationery 
Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, price 2s. 6d. net, 2s. 9d. post 
free. 

This publication reviews the trade in imported canned and 
dried fruits and canned vegetables in 1937, and follows the 
same lines as previous issues. In addition to an exhaustive 
analysis of the imports into the United Kingdom, the survey 
contains articles on the production in and exports from each 
of the principal sources of supply. 

Imports of canned fruit into the United Kingdom last 
year were slightly smaller than in 1936. Supplies from 
Empire countries, however, were substantially heavier and at 
over 82,000 tons, some 45 per cent. of the total, they easily 
established a new record. Australia sent a record quantity 
of over 30,000 tons, chiefly pears and peaches, and supplies 
of the same fruits from Canada also exceeded the 1936 figure. 
Over 90 per cent. of the imports of canned pineapple come 
from Malaya and consignments from that source in 1937 again 
amounted to no less than 45,000 tons. The United States 
provided nearly half of the total imports, but shipments from 
the United States were nearly 16 per cent. less than in 1936 
and the smallest since 1930. 

Imports of dried fruit in 1937, at 169,000 tons, showed a 
small increase compared with the previous year, but still re- 
mained well below the average of earlier post-war years. There 
was a big recovery in the imports of currants from Australia 
and also some increase in the Empire supplies of raisins and 
sultanas, which come both from the Commonwealth and 
from South Africa.

When making applications for information inquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e, 
vholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 
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Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchases of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
